MILK FOR SCHOOLS

etter the Press 
and Mrs, Skeffington 
draw attention to the number of 
bacteria in creamery milk supplied 
to city schools. These ladies ask for 
some explanation of the number of 


jbacteria in this creamery milk. The 


explanation is simply that such milk 
is intended for manufacture, and 
not for human consumption. In 
winter months, however, thousands 
of gallons are daily imported into 
the city, and infants, school 
children and others can drink these 
bacteria without discrimination. 
This position arises because Govern- 
ment policy insists on fixing milk 
prices at levels which, as this asso- 
ciation has repeatedly pointed out, 
are inadequate to bring about the 
maximum value of production within 
the Dublin production area. This 
matter of production within the 
area is important, because the pro- 
ducers must comply with certain 
stringent regulations under the Milk 
and Dairies Acts in order to supply 
milk to Dublin, and their farms are 
subject to inspection. The farms 
supplying the creameries are not 
subject to the same regulation, nor 
subject to the same inspection. 
Hence a high bacteria count is to 
expected, and such milk, even if 
pasteurised, can only be classed as 
so much ‘‘cooked sewage’’—to 
borrow the expression of one of our 
authorities on such matters. 
The price to.the producer is of

It is just about one hundred 
years since the time of the great 
Kossuth; and it is interesting to 
recall the fact that in 1849 
Hungary suffered a heavy defeat 
at the hands of the Austrians, 
whose armies then were aided in 
the field by the Russians. From 
that period until the outbreak of 
the first World War Hungary 
remained in close association 
with Austria, under the Dual 
Monarchy, although all the time 
the Hungarians were striving to 
increase their national rights and 


as the ramshackle Empire.“ 

When war came, Hungary fought 
loyally at the side of Austria and 
Germany. Her troops were 
regarded as being among the best 
in the service “of the Central 
Powers; and there is no doubt 
that this race, which is supposed 
to be descended from the ancient 
Scythians, is one of the most war- 
like and gallant races in the 
world. After the war Hungary 
suffered grievously, Her territory, 
which had amounted to about 
250,000 square miles, was reduced 
to a mere 36,000 square miles; 
and her population, previously 
20,000,000, shrank to a mere 
8,000,000. These losses in terri- 
tory and population were gained 
by Hungary’s neighbours, 
Rumania, Yugo-Slavia and Czecho- 
slovakia, the last of whom 
recovered the rich plains of 
Slovakia, which had been under 
Magyar domination for ten 
centuries.
